AMSAT-OSCAR 7 
BAND PLAN 


By Walt Dixon, WADWN 
Amsat 1184 


As everyone probably knows, 
on Oscar 7 the downlink for the 
two-to-ten meter translator is 
29.40 to 29.50 mhz, with the 
beacon at the high end on 29.50 
mhz. The corresponding uplink 
is 145.85 to 145.95 mhz. What will 
be tried on Oscar 7 is to en- 
courage CW stations to use the 
sub-band 29.445 to 29.495 mhz (5 
khz) is reserved for a guard- 
band for the beacon) except 
when wishing to contact a 
specific phone station operating 
below 29.445mhz. Phone 
stations and all other modes, 
such as SSTV and RTTY, are 
asked to stay below 29.445 mhz. 
Thus, the 10khz band 29.445 to 
29.455 mhz will be sort of an 
“everyman’s land’’. The reason 
that the high end rather than the 
low end was selected for CW is 
that the beacon is on the high 
end on Oscar 7 and it is felt that 
CW stations will pose less of a 
QRM threat to the beacon there. 
Also, many people on CW on 
Oscar 6 are crystal controlled, 
while everyone on SSB are 
VFO. Using the high side of the 
pass band for CW will mean that 
many crystals used on Oscar 6 
will also be used when working 
through Oscar 7. So give it a try, 
I’m sure there will be much less 


QRM to deal with.

ORLANDO-G’ VILLE 
REPEATER FLAP 
PUTS REPEATER 

COUNCIL TO THE TEST 


By Howard Kelley, KADSN 

A long-standing repeater 
interference dispute turned into 
what several delegates 
described as the first real test of 
the future effectiveness of the 
Florida Repeater Countil. And, 
when the fourth session of the 
FRC concluded earlier this 
month in Orlando an agreeable 
arbitrated solution had been 
reached. 

The interference complaint 
came from the Gainesville 
Amateur Radio Club’s 
WR4ACE and Orlando repeater 
operator Chalmers Stromberg, 
W4WLX-WR4AEL. Both 
repeaters use 22-82 and both 
have experienced input in- 
terference. The repeaters are 
separated by about 95-miles. 

After months of exchanging 
letters and having personal 
meetings the two sides came to 
the FRC to debate their 
positions. Each offered a 
variety of arguments, proposals 
and counter-proposals. As a 
result of their impasse both 
sides agreed to allow the 
Council delegates to arbitrate 


the dispute. 

The delegates questioned both 
sides on the facts and 
backgrounds of the two 
repeaters. The Council then 
suggested five possible 
solutions ranging from 


frequency changes to tone- 
encoding. 

The majority vote recom- 
mended that Stromberg’s 
WR4AEL shift to another 
available frequency pair. 
Though vocally disagreeing 
with the Council’s decision, 
Stromberg agreed to make the 
change as soon as practical. 

The newly formed FRC also

participated in at least three 
other repeater interference 
problems. Palm Beach 
WR4AFM (28-88) complained of 
input problems with Fort 
Myer’s WB4ZAY (28-88). 
However, it was reported that 
WB4ZAY has been permanently 
taken off the air by its trustee. 

Palm Beach also feared that 
because of its expansion plans 
that interference from the 
Merritt Island 28-88 machine 
(WR4AFI) would be increased 
and appealed for some relief. 
Delegates from WR4AFI an- 
nounced consideration of a 
possible shift to 31-91 and would 
report back to the FRC at its 
next meeting. 

A potential interference 
problem between two repeaters 
awaiting new licenses may have 
been averted with an 
agreement to a written wavier 
of the 150-mile rule. The two in 
contention are proposed 
repeaters in Ocala and Fer- 
nandina Beach on 01-61. 

The operator of WR4AEE in 
Melbourne announced his 
consideration of a shift to a 
standard repeater pairing. 

Other FRC actions: 

@ Because of a _ frequency 
scarcity in some sections of the 
state, FRC Frequency Coor- 


dinator Fred Lemka, WB4RZS, 
will begin examining guidelines 
for the assignment of future 15 
kHz “‘split’’ pairings. 

e Don Sanders, W4BWS and 
Jan Ferguson, W4REN, have 
been appointed co-chairmen of 
the Technical Committee to aid 
Florida repeater operators with 
any of their technical problems. 

e The FRC endorsed FCC 
Dockets regarding automatic 
repeaters and crossbanding and 
has filed written comments with 
the Commission. 

e John Parker, K40AC, has 
been appointed FCC liaison. 

e The Council has adopted in 
principle a guide to repeater 
operating procedures to be 
recommended to all of the 
state’s repeaters. 

e The ARGUS emergency 
repeater plan received a full 
page report in the October QST 
FM column. 

e Band plans for 220 and 450 
have been delayed while 
awaiting word on FCC actions 
on 220 mHz and the publication 
of the ARRL’s 450 mHz plan. 

e The next meeting of the 
FRC will be held at the Miami 
Hamboree in January followed 
by the State ARRL Convention 
at the Bold City Hamfest in late 
March. 


NAVAL COM- 
MUNICATIONS 


STATION KEY WEST 
By Dennis A. Farr ET1 
WB4ARJK 

The city of Key West has 
played a prominent role in the 
history of communications. The 
Naval Radio Station was 
established there in 1905 and 
was part of the chain of com- 
munications stretching from 
Cape Elizabeth, Maine to New 
Orleans. 

The original equipment 
consisted of a 10KW DeForest 
series spark gap transmitter 
and a single coil DeForest 
receiver. The transmitter was 
probably one of the most 
powerful in the service at the 
time. The antenna supports 
were of wooden construction 
and were approximately 200 
feet high. 

In 1914 the wooden antenna 
supports were replaced by three 
steel towers 300 feet high. Two 
of these towers were 
disassembled in 1970 and the 
third is still standing, used as a 
support for microwave an- 
tennas and is the highest land- 
mark in Key West. 

The Naval Communications 
Station ended its formal 
association with the city of Key 
West in June of 1974 when the 
communications facilities were 
moved from the decom- 
missioned Naval Station to the 
Naval Air Station seven miles 
east of the city. This ended a 69 
year continuous run of com- 
munications in Key West one of 
the longest operational com- 


munications facilities in the 
world. 
Today the Naval Com- 


munications Station carries on 
its tradition with the latest 
types of single side band 
communications including 
10KW transmitters and modern 
R1051 receivers.

A CO-AX ANTENNA 


In my continuing search for the perfect antenna I have found the 
following, thanks to Jess, KSHEZ and Gene, K5LLZ, which is closer 
than most of the other types Ihave run across. 


This antenna will register 1:5 to 1 SWR across the band, it does 
not load up with static in bad weather, and will stand a lot of abuse 
in handling and in the position you may have to mountit. 

I have about three pages of details that I will give to anyone who 
is interested, but briefly, make it out of RG58 A-U or RG8 U use the 
same for both the feed line and the dipole. Cut 1”’ out of the vinyl 
jacket at the center. Cut the shield in the center without cutting the 
inner insulation. Then, solder the feedline braid to one side and the 
feedline center conductor to the other side. Move away from the 
center, the proper distance, both right and left and short the center 
conductor to the shield (in the case of 75 meters this would be 
30’6’’). Go on to the ends and short them together after pruning. 
Waterproof these five places the very best you can. Feedline may 
be any length but 57 ft., 87 ft., and 103 ft. are recommended. 

This antenna has many more good things going for it than I can 
list here. Such as not being upset by trailers, metal poles, buildings, 
fences and the other things people keep putting in our way. 
Although no one will tell me that this has gain I feel it does, having 
listened to several of them . . . and you can’t burn it up running 
full legal power. 

Shown below are 75-80 meter and 40-meter dimensions and I also 
have 20, 15, and 10 meter dimensions for those who want it.

REPEATER COUNCIL 
APPEALS TO HELP

It may be hard to believe but 
in some sections of Florida 
there is a serious scarcity of 
available repeater channel 
pairs. Complicating the 
situation are the new repeater 
operations going on the air 
without seeking advice on the 
available channels for a par- 
ticular area. 

The Florida Repeater Council 
strongly urges anyone desiring 
to put a repeater on the air to 
request suggested possible 
channel pairings from its 
coordinator. This frequency 
coordinating service is provided 
free to any amateur regardless 
of FRC membership. 

Frequency Coordinator Fred 
Lemka, WB4RZS, maintains the 
most uptodate records on all of 
Florida’s repeaters — open or 
closed; club-sponsored or 
privately-owned. 

‘‘What’s more,’’ Lemka 
points out, ‘‘our FRC files also 
include information on 
repeaters with pending ap- 
plications or those whose 
frequencies are generally not 
publicly known.” 

Such information could 
prevent a costly mistake by an 
unknowing repeater operator. 

The FRC does not assign 
channels. Neither does it dictate 
frequencies for repeater use. 
The FRC does, however, at- 
tempt to guide repeater 
operators around possible 
conflicts based on sound 
technical advice and 
suggestions.
